upset about 
CEA leadership

Fired by what some perceived as their 
union's vendetta against Columbus 
board of education member Bill Moss, 
and recalling a history of festering slights, 
about 65 ‘Black teachers met Monday in 
an effort to plot a course of separation 
from the Columbus Education Associa- 
tion, « 

The teachers met. at Shiloh Baptist 
Church in the wake of the dispute be- 
tween Moss and CEA president John 
Grossman, which led to Moss' incarcera- 
tion for two days on a contempt warrant 
after Moss refused to pay an $11,763 
judgment against him after his own suit of 
the union for libel, and their countersuit 
against Moss. 

Moss has since been released from 
the Franklin County Jail on order from 
Common Pleas Court Judge Tommy 
Thompson. But the teachers’ anger con- 
tinues. 

"This is something that has been going 
on for a long time, and the Bill Moss 
incident was the straw that broke the 
camel's back," said Carole Rivers, an 
elementary school guidance counselor 
and one of the spokespersons for the 
group. 

To Rivers, the Moss incident merely 
highlighted what the Black teachers have 
been feeling for some time: that the 
leadership of John Grossman, president 
of the Columbus Education Association, 
is not representative of the interests of 
Black teachers or students. 

"There's been dissatisfaction with the 
CEA president, and the fact that he just 
doesn't represent us," Rivers said. 
Rivers noted that, while 50 percent of the 
children in the Columbus Public Schools 
are African-American, 27 percent of the 
staff in every building are African- 
American, 

“John Grossman has been part of 
maintaining that," Rivers said. 

Rivers added that Grossman "uses his 
position to make decisions that are not 
reflective of African-Americans," includ- 
ing not only Grossman's claim against 
Moss but also the suit filed by the CEA to 
overturn the board's hiring of its second 
Black superintendent, Larry Mixon 

The organization sued the board and 
the state board of education, charging 
that-they had failed to follow the ap- 
propriate standards in granting Mixon a 
provisional superintendent's certificate. 

Teachers in the Columbus public 
schools are under an “agency shop" col- 
lective bargaining agreement, in which 
the CEA receives dues from all teachers 
for its representation of all teachers, even 
though teachers are not specifically re- 
quired to join the union. Because the 
union receives dues from all teachers -- 
even those who are not members -- 
"(Grossman) doesn't have to be account- 
able to membership," Rivers charged. 

Rivers added that, in addition to com- 
plaints regarding the treatment of Moss 
and Mixon by the union, some Black 
teachers feel the union has not repre- 
sented them equally in their disputes with 
management, 
~ {Someseachers haye said they've got- 


plaints to their union officials, Rivers said, 
Black teachers. complained that the 
organization's union representatives 
“don't Give the same kind of treatment to 
African-American teachers" that they give 
to white teachers, Rivers said 

_ Under Ohio's collective bargaining 
laws, the Black teachers would not be 
able to create a separate bargaining unit 
to represent their interests. Only one 
union would be permitted to represent the 
Columbus public school teachers. Rivers

Finally, Franklin County Common 
Pieas Court Judge Tommy Thompson 
won. And Columbus Board of Education 
member Bill Moss ended up walking out 
of the Franklin County Jail on Friday, after 
serving two days for contempt of court 

However, Moss had sought to stay in 
the jail after surrendering on Wednesday, 
June 3 in response to a warrant which was 
filed against him 

While in jail, Moss had refused all ef- 
forts to bail him out of jail. In a press 
conference-6p Thursday, he had planned 
to stay in the jail as a protest against his 
treatment by the judicial system in his 
dispute with the Columbus Education As- 
sociation. But his efforts were unavailing 

"They threw me out," Moss said after 
leaving the jail: Judge Thompson == who 
had originally made a default judgment 
against Moss in his dispute with the CEA 
-- ordered Moss’ release on Friday morn 
ing 

Moss had been held in contempt of 
court for failing to inform. the court of his 


assets in the legal finale loa 1989 dispute a 


tion of-its cultural, historical and ethnic 
heritage.

Though Parry's bond was set at 
$450 and Legg’s. was $1,000, 
Nicole says Damon's bond was at 
originally set at $500,000. The 
defénse attorney was able to get 
the bond. reduced to $250,000, 
which is still an enormous amount 
for a young man who had no prior 
record, says Nicole. 

"| don't see how they can use my

Dandridge started a small writ-

Blankenship's juvenile court trial 
has been scheduled for June 10, at 
1:30 p.m., before Judge Solove. He 
was charged with aggravated mur- 
der. No dates have been scheduled 
for Mulkey or Nance at Call and 
Post presstime 

"I'd like to thank all the people 
who sent out letters to the judge for 
these people to be tried as adults," 
said Dandridge, who hasn't missed 
one bound over hearing. "We'll just 
keep on going until everything is 
over. Justice has many faces."

Backing up on Guinier 


after much internal debate and discussion, to 

withdraw the nomination of University of Pennsyl- 
vania law professor Lani Guinier to head the Justice 
Department's civil rights division. Her nomination had 
generated tremendous controversy, based on what she 
and her suyiporters called a distorted view of her writings. 
According to published sources, it was unlikely that 
Guinier would be able to gain the support from the Senate 
for her appointment. 


[= not surprising that President Clinton decided, 


It was disappointing, however, that Clinton backed 
up on the nomination. And itwas downright craven that, 
Innis withdrawat ot her nomination; he chose to-agree 
with her attackers regarding her writings. What this 
incident showed is not just a president who is willing to 
back down in the face of pressure, but is willing to 
abandon his heartfelt choices -- and his own beliefs -- 
in the face of intense opposition 

Wher Guinier's writings are carefully considered 
she was not saying anything that is inconsistent wilt 
the historic tensions in our society -- the protection of 
minority rights, while at the same time assuring majority 
rule, It was that historic tension which caused the 
founding fathers to create a bicameral legislature, and 


a Supreme Court - a “separation of powers" that 
attampted to balance those two competing interests 

In a Society riven by race, itis not unreasonable for 
a legal scholar ol.any race to consider strategies which 
can be used to protect the rights of minorities in a 
democratic society. Indeed, it ts likely that, in South 
Airica, which is lumbering toward some sort of Black 
majority rule, the Black majority and white minority will 
undoubtedly agree to some creative strategies to 
balance those competing interests 

Of course, Americans do.not want to. compare their 
racial history with that of South Africa, But the imprint 
of America’s own brand of apartheid is still deeply felt 
inthe nation's psyche, and those who will disregard that 
reality do so at their own peril 

We hope that Clinton's abandonment of Guinier is 
not part of a larger strategy to abandon his progressive 
views on racial justice in the need to “nove to the 
center’, We have applauded the president on several 
of his moves, and we remain supportive of the general 
thrust of his administration, But we cannot support any 
etfort to return this nation to either the racial polarization 
of the Reagan-Bush years, or the "benign neglect" that 
characterized Richard Nixon. Sadly, race is still on the 
nation’s agenda Lani Guinier knew that, and she was 
sacrificed for it 


The Sad Democrats 


resident Clinton's withdrawal of his nomination 
of Lani Guinieras the number three person at the 
Justice Department in charge of the Civil Rights 


Division, has many lessons for the Black community 
woven into it. 


For starters, we should not be so quick to condemn 
thePresident for his withdrawal of the nomination. Mr 
Clinton knewthat it would take an obviously brilliant 
legal scholar like 

Guinier to reverse twelve years of non-enforcement 
and attempts to emasculate the civil rights laws by the 
Reagan-Bush Administrations and the Supreme Court 
His heart was in the right place 

The problem is that he knew that he couldn't win the 
fight, and once the political reality became known, he 
had no other choice, Yet, the last time we checked, Mr 
Clinton had a Democratic majority in the House and the 
Senate, including the Senate Judiciary Committee. So 
why couldn't he get his wish on a sub-cabinet level 
nomination? The answer: because of the poor leader- 
ship he has inherited in the House and Senate on the 
Democratic side of the aisle! 

A Republican President with a majority in both 
houses of Congress would have been able to nominate 
almast anyone to the post. That is because the Grand 
Old Party has instilled in its members a sense of loyalty 
that sometimes transcends ideological boundaries, 
especially where presidential requests are concerned 


The Democrats, on the other hand, are showing us 
wheretheir hearts truly are. In order to win back the 
so-called "Reagan Democrats", and the election, they 
had to sound like Republicans. Now in office, when the 
President tries to embrace more traditional democratic 
values of fairness, equality, civil rights and liberties, he

Suffer the children 


sobering report by the Children’s Defense Fund- 

Ohio (CDF) serves to remind all of us of what we 

already know: the weight of poverty and racism 
in our society falls harderst on those among us who are 
most vulnerable =- our children. 


In "Facing the Facts: A Progress Report on Ohio's 
lack Children," the COF recounts the disturbing 
istics: Black babies are twice as likely to die before 
t first birthday as white babies; Black children are 

ar less likely to be immunized from childhood diseases 
than white children; their mothers are far more likely to 
late prenatal care than whites; and 50 percent 
= Black children are growing up receiving Aid 
pendent Children 
There are some signs of progress, the CDF study 
dmits: more Black children are living in middle-class 
amilles;: more Black children are attending pre-school 
grams; the infant mortality rate among Black 
children has dropped. However, the study also shows 
that, today, a Black child growing Up is ‘more likely to 
be born out of wedlock; to be poor, and to not attend 

t-graduate from college, than;he was in 1980. 

dagically, some atthe sonrpud conditions men. 
tioned are Self-inflicted. Drug abuse. teen pregnancy. 
and other predictors of 


poverty are often behaviors within our own control 
-- behaviors which must be modified in order to im- 
prove our own lives, and the lives of our children. 

At the same time, many of the horrifying conditions 
that Black children are facing in this society are caused 
by the ongoing impact of the Black community's 
depressed economic state, That 50 percent of Black 
children are growing up on ADC~- and, as the study 
notes, that year-round work at the minimum wage is 
still insufficient to raise many low-income families out 
of poverty = indicates that the chronic conditions within 
our Community can be solved only with some mean- 
ingful economic changes in addition to our own altered 
behavior 

The study recommends several practical steps to 
improve life for Black children, including the expansion 
Of Medicaid to Cover pregnant women in-poor working 
families: creation of alcohol and drug treatment 
programs for pregnant women; expansion of the Head 
Start program, and improved job training 

Conditions among Black children, while chronic and 


~ disturbing, are not hopeless. Aserious commitment to 


providing the resources to address the problems, and 
the strategy to attack the Ps blems, is what Ohio needs 
to ease the suffering of Black children — and toimprove 
the-climate for all Ohioans 


Moss and justice 


columbus’ mast controversial public official, school 

board member Bill Moss, has won a clear victory in 

his struggle against the justice system in Columbus 
even though he does not really see it thal way 


Moss, who had been jailed for contempt of court 
because Of his refusal to declare his assets to the court 
n response to an $11,763 award levied against him in 
a Suit by the Columbus Education Association, was 
forced out of jail by Common Pleas Court Judge Tommy 
AM pc -- the same judge who ruled against him 
nifially 

The twist was that Moss, in seeking to bring the 
spotlight on what he believed to be the unfairness of 
the judgement against him and the treatment he has 
received by the CEA, whom he had originally sued for 
hel sought-te <emain in jail 


= Moss does not have the forum of a jail cell to express 


his views, But the incident clearly points to some 
legitimate concerns that Moss has expressed over the 
years 

The Columbus Education Association, Moss 
charged, is a “rich and powerful union.” He has often 
challenged the union on issues directly related to its 
intervention in the education process -- an intervention 


which, if done improperly, can injure the interests of 
Black children 

Moss has been attacked vigorously over the years 
by the union, some would argue (at least in part) 
because of his aggressive advocacy on behalf of Black 
children, his efforts to hold teachers accountable for 
their teaching of those children, and his efforts to 
restrain the rise in teacher's salaries and clout 

Moss sued the CEA in 1989 because, he charged 
it had “maliciously” charged that he,bad intervened in 
behalf of a student to raise the st#dent's grade -- a 
charge, Moss said, that was later proven false, The 
CEA countersued, and while the two sides were at- 
tempting to resolve the matter, Moss dropped his suit 
if 1990, Legally, the suit could only be reinstated within 
one year of being dropped, and the year has expired 

Therefore, it is unlikely that Moss’ own suit will ever 
be heard again. However, attorneys are fighting to 
have the original judgment against Moss thrown out 
so that the CEA’s counterclaim will be heard on the 
merits. 

And Moss has brought altention to the underlying 
issue of the CEA’s behavior,in this matter. That may 
be the most valuable part of the experience for Moss -- 
and for the citizens of Columbus

fas ”been pushing a political agenda designed to 
solidity Democrats’ support among white lower-middle- 
class voters -- the "Reagan Democrats" who had been 
opposing the Democrats on racial grounds for a 
quarter-century, and accelerated that opposition in 
1980. These "centrists" found in Guinier’s comments 


She is the well-spoken, brilliant daughter of a Black 
father and Jewish mother, who graduated from Yale 
Law School; served a meaningful apprenticeship at the 
NAACP Legal Defense Fund, and had been,a prized 
scholar at the University of Pennsylvania Law School. 

But the savaging of Lani Guinier -- and President 
Clinton's subsequent decision to 
abandon her nomination as chief of . 
the Justice Department's civil rights 
division -- indicates that all the 
credentials in the world may not be 
@nough to protect a candidate for 
high public office who has the 
temerity to stand up for the rights of 
minorities, 

At the same time, it may also rep- 
fesent the reintroduction of race to 
the political agenda of both the 
nation’s racial conservatives -- and 
its Democratic moderates. 

For it was not merely the opposition of right-wing 
conservatives that doomed Guinier's nomination; that 
much had been expected, as it was in the case of the 
similar nomination of an avowed lesbian, Roberta Ach- 
tenberg, to head fair housing programs in the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development. 
Achtenberg's nomination was approved by the Senate, 
with Democrats generally standing firm and even with 
a handful of Republicans in tow. Rather, Guinier's 
nomination was scuttled by forces far larger than the 
hate right. Itwas killed apparently with several knives, 
the most painful being the knives of fellow Democrats 
—We-tannotunderestimate-the impact that-ihe-right 
had on the process, however. Clint Bolick, a former 
Reagan-era (anti) civil rights attorney in the Justice 
Department, had dubbed Guinier the "quota queen” -- 
despite her opposition to quotas -- and that label stuck 
Indeed, Columbus voting rights attorney Percy Squire 
may have recognized why the label stuck so closely: it 
was vaguely reminiscent of Ronald Reagan's "welfare 
queen” comments which were used to Stir antagonism 
to the poor, especially the Black poor. 

And the right's plan was clear. Many on the right 
wing of the Republican Party, in the wake of the defeat 
of George Bush, complained that Bush's ultimate en- 
dofsement of a 1991 civil rights measure doomed his 
presidency, by taking away the race issue which they 
had used to devastating effect for a quarter-century 
One Republican theorist, Fred Barnes, in a publication 
by the right-wing John M. Ashbrook Center at Ashland 
University, called race "the biggest neglected issue of 
1992", an issue which Republicans failed to use effec- 
tively. Right-wing Republicans had promised -- from 
the moment Guinier was nominated -- that they were 
going to use her nomination as a catalyst to stir up 
animosity to Clinton's racial policies. 

More disturbing was the use of the same nomination 
by the centrist Democratic Leadership Council; which 


_proposing to protect minority rights ~ 
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fodder for their own opposition. 

Guinier's statements -- taken out of their context -- 
do seem damaging, The discussion of "authentic 
Black representatives", and problems with majority 
rule, appear on their face to be antagonistic to the 
political basis of our society. 

But as Squire rightly pointed out, Guinier was at- 
tempting to confront a very basic and meaningful prob- 
lem -- how a unified, racially hostile white majority can, 
using its majority power, thwart the interests of any 
minority, and what kinds of strategies can.be used to 
ensure that such a dire consequence does not occur 
Indeed, one of the strategies which Guinier was 
cumulative 


voting, in which voters have a set number of votes and” 


they are able to apply all their votes to one candidate 
or spread them among several, is already in use in 
corporate elections. In an op-ed piece inthe New York 
Times, former civil rights attorney -- and cabinet mem- 
ber in the Ford administration -- William Coleman noted 
that the arguments and strategies proposed by Guinier 
had even been adopted by the Reagan-Bush civil rights 
Officials, so they were clearly not as radical as they had 
been painted. 

Then, why was her nomination scuttled? Despite 
Clinton's protestations to the contrary, it appears that 
Guinier was sacrificed on the altar of political expedien- 
cy -- to demonstrate his movement "back to the center’ 
in the political arena 

How does that bode for Blacks? In some ways, it 
proves the validity of Guinier's arguments: racial bloc 
voting masked as majority rule can undermine the 
freedom and opportunities of any minority, even one as 
talented and committed as Lani Guinier. We can only 


hope it doesn’t mean that the fabled "center" to which 


the president is retreating doesn't look much the same 
as the dreaded right from which we've emerged after 
twelve years.

«Next, answer this question: What is your goal in life? 
If you could do the things in life that would make you 
happy and allow you to earn a living, what would it be? 
Think carefully, then write your answer on a piece of 
paper. 

*Now, write a little story about yourself. Write three 
paragraphs about you Your little story should tell about 
how you reached your goal, what you did to become 
successful, Explain it in detail. You should enjoy writing 
about yourself and describing yGur achievement. Feel 
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good as you write. Use your own nice words. Make 
yourself feel good. 

*Now, get a tape recorder and read your story. 
Record your story on tape. Try to sound exciting, as you 
record the tape. Your story should be 10 or 15 minutes 
jong 

«Listen to your everyday. Try to close your eyes and 
listen to it. Sit in a comfortable chair. or lle down on your 
bed, relax and enjoy your cassette, Two really good 
times to listen to thestape are at night, just before you

Resulting from a recent court 
decision (too involved to relate to 
here), the City of Columbus has 
finally won out in its long legal battle 
with Harambee Uhuru School, Inc. 
and Charles O. Ross, director. The 
property is now litigation-free and 
scheduled for a sheriff's sale. In the 
event that there is no private pur- 
chaser interested in buying the 
property, the City of Columbus will 
undoubtedly end up as owner...with 
the problem of what to do with it 

© give the residents of South 
Linden an opportunity to give input 
of their views concerning the 
property, Audrey M. Owens of-the 
city's Development Department 
and Marilyn J; Marshall, assistant 
city attorney, held recent meetings 
at St. Stephen's Community House 
The meetings were poorly at- 
tended. 

There are two major negative 
factors that make this a most un- 
usual and expensive real estate 
transaction, First, the building must 
be cleared of all existing asbestos 
and lead paint materials before it 
can be remodeled or destroyed 
Secondly, a private buyer (if able) 
can start redevelopment immedi- 
ately.

"Menace |! Society" is the latest 
installment in the saga of young 
Black males struggling to deal with 
the pressures of ghetto life. 
“Menace” follows its predecessors 
“Boyz NT Hood," “South 
Central,” "Juice," and several other 
leBs successful movies of the same 
genre, 

Like its predecessors, the plot- 
line of "Menace" revolves around a 
troubled young man. The character 
Caine Lawson (Tyrin Turner) is ex- 
pased to all kinds of corruption and 
degradation as a child by his drug 
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dealer father and heroin addict 
mother. Caine is raised by his 
devoutly religious grandparents 
after his father is murdered and his 
mother overdoses. 

As Caine grows up, his "homies" 
influence him to get involved in 
crime and drugs. Despite constant 
lectures and sermons about the 
Bible by his grandfather, Caine's life 
ends up on the wrong path. A Mus- 
lim friend mamed Sharif (Vonte 
Sweet) and his father (Charles Dut- 
ton of TV's "Roc") try to persuade 
Caine to get his life together. 

Caine's girlfriend Ronnie (Jada 
Pinkett, who played Lena on "A Dif- 
ferent World") also serves as the 


voice of reason. Pinkett, who has a 
very powerful screen presence, 
portrays Ronnie as strong but 
caring and compassionate. 

The message of "Menace," like 
its predecessors, is that crime 
doesn't pay and violence only leads 
to more violence. Debut directors, 
21-year-old twin brothers Albert and 
Allen Hughes, deserve recognition 
for the excellent quality of the 
movie, considering this is their first 
effort. 

What “Menace” lacks in 
originality, it makes up for in good 
intentions.

I'm bored... J don't have any 
thing to do... | don’t want to work 
| hate to read!" We have all heard 
these comments -from African 
an children. And, unfor 
sly these comments reflect at 
titudes that contribute to poor 
school performance, school 
dropouts, teen pregnancies and 
juvenile delinquency. 

Bored, unmotivated children are 
a big problem, if we are going to 
develop a new generation of 
capable inspired African 
Americans who can compete and 
succeed in the next century, We 
cannot continue to pass the buck to 
the schools sision, churches 
and community agencies to 
motivate our children. It’s time to 
accept the fact that the buck stops 
here -- with you, and me! 

in-some-tastances; + think 
children aren't motivated because 
they are around adults who are 
bored and unmotivated, In other in 
stances, children are around adults 
who are so busy that they push 
aside their children 

In the first instance, bored 
children afé affected by being 
around boring adults. All they hear 
are complaints, depression and 
frustration: Innocent children listen 
to-talk like,.“They won't let. me get 
ahead because I'm Black... | hate 
my spouse... | feel powerless." Lis 
tening children quickly reach the 
conclusion that there is no reason 
to work hard, study and excel be 
cause there is gloom and doom at 
the end of the road 

in other households, childreri are 
around busy, busy adults. Adults 
who are totally absorbed with climb=- 
ing career ladders flying around the 


country, and chasing the almighty 
dollar. Children with busy, busy 
parents know very little about what 
their parents actually do for a living 
These children are "out of the loop 
in their own parents lives and feel 
very unimportant 

But, we say we want the next 
generation of African American 
adults to capable, competent 
achieving individuals, If that is our 
goal, we are going to have to 
motivate them while they are 
ehiidren. WE ARE THE ROLE 
MODELS! We simply have to do 
better 

Motivation is work! Keeping 
yourself "pumped up" is a daily, in 
vestment of time and energy 
Children can't motivate themselves 
-- they need help! You must become 
the inspiration for the African 
American children in your environ 
ment. You must become the 
motivator, Listed below are_a few 
ideas TO Get you started: 

First, get involved with your 
children, Talk with children daily 
about their successes, disappoint- 
ments and hopes for the future 
Share your daily challenges with 
them. Analyze situations and map 
,oul strategies together. Pass on to 
them the wisdom afd inspirational 
principles that were passed on to 
you when you were a child 

Secondly. play the game of 
learning One -new-thing-a day 
Make sure your conversations with 
your children are about something 
informative, Conversations that 
only consist of complaints 
memorized scripture, or “he said, 
she said" are BORING! Make it a 
point to discuss new ideas and in- 
formation with your children 
Everyone can learn one new.thing 
a day, You can, too!

Third, read, read, read. Force 
yourself to go to the bookstore. or 
newsstand and browse until you 
find a subject that inspires you 
your children. Any subject will do 
African American, history, prize 
fighters. famous singers, poetry, 
etc. Read together and talk about 
what you are reading. So what if it 
takes a year to read one book out 
loud; you're doing it together! 

Fourth, keep negative people 
away. Don't let negative people 
come around your children, If your 
relatives, neighbors or friends are 
always talking negative, treat them 
like poison, because they are! Avoid 
ressing people, no matter who 
they are. Neither you nor your 
children need to hear anymore 
about how hard life is, or how you're 
climbing the "rough side of the 
mountain 

Finally. check out your own 
life. If you are unhappy, Bo some- 
thing about it! Chitdren learn by 
example. If you are "stuck" in a bad 
situation, and you stay in it, that is 
what your children will do. Find 
ways to motivate yourself and in 
clude your children in the process 
Take them to work with you, Show 
them places in the community. Let 
them help you on a project. If you 
stop focusing on-yourself and stan 
focusing on them, you'll see 
wonderful results 

Motivating our children is essen- 
tial, if African Americans are going 
to find the resolve and strength to 
progress into the next century. We 
must raise a generation of youth 
who set positive goals and achieve 
them, We each have the power 
within us to turn around the self- 
defeated, unmotivated children 
who stand before Lis Let's do it!

Just like a tree 
planted by water 


Last week in this column, | wrote about 
the power each of us black folks has to 
transcend obstacles that are thrown into our 
paths for the simple reason that we.are who 
we are--black people. It is a reality with 
which we live everyday. Black business 
owners can tell you that better than anybody 
else. More on that later. 

| also pointed out that we have used this 
power on many occasions throughout our 
history, And that were it not for that ability in 
some of us, more of us would have had a 
much more difficult go of it. 

The way | see it, we are not just any old 
black people. We are a special breed of 
black people. We are the black, people that 
help make many white people's sense of 
themselves secure, 

Were it not for us, so many whites, as we 
know them in America, would be still sear- 
ching for who they are. (To be honest, 
though, many black people would be still 
searching for who they are, were it not for 
white people, too.) 

To the point! Rising above obstacles has 
two simple parts. On the one hand, it is so 
important to move beyond the narrowness 
by which we define ourselves.. For just 
beyond that narrowness in perspective is a 
broad world of all sorts of wonders, rewards, 
and new challenges to growth. 

In the largest sense, if we can get heyond 
the superficial labels of tribe, denomination, 
nation, state and city that separate our 
people around the world, we would indeed 
be moving in the direction of reclaiming our 
histroic connection to each other. Thatis one 
level of transcendence that would have-us 
thinking about our world in radically different 
ways than many of us now think of oursel- 
ves, 

A more important part, a more practical 
part of the equation, has to do with the way 
we feel inside ourselves about our ability to 
identify with great men and women who are 
with us today as well as those who are no 
longer here, It is a mind set that keeps us in 
@ perpetual state of hopefuiness about our 
future and about what we will do with the 
time we have left on this planet. 

It is the same mind set that buoyed our 
forebearers who sang from their souls: "Just 
like a tree planted by the water, | shall not 
be moved." They believed so strongly in 
their abilities to overcome that they were 
able to bear the self-denial that went along 
with their sacrifices for us who live today. 

What this all says to the business owner 
is simple--an essential part of being a suc- 
cessful entrepreneur is having that same 
mind set as those forebearers, the mind set 
that no matter whal obstacles are thrown in 
your way, you will go over, through or around 
them, and “you will not be moved." 

Not too long ago, |! proposed to some 
friends of mine who are in the business 
development business that it should be pos- 
sible to construct a clinical instrument that 
could be administered verbally or orally that 
could give the entrepreneur as well as his or 
her advisors some sense of how they think 
about problems. 

The idea is to get a sense of the ability of 
the.entrepreneur to assess not only when 
they are in trouble and how they will get out 
of it, but how they will succeed as well, My 
conclusion, even before testing the idea, is 
that a great many problems facing 
entrepreneurs are mental, not just character 
issues to which bankers refer, but mental 
issues. ‘ 

1 don't know how else to explain why one 
entrepreneur with the exact same basic 
resources going into the same basic 
entreprise as his or her counterpart can 
come up short and the other stretch out and 
kick at the same point. 

Doe Simpson, of Doc's Discount, 1050 
Mt. Vernon Ave,, pu it this way-"The first 
thing you want to do once-you are in busi- 
ness is to stay in business." You've got to 
keep a handle on every aspect of the busi- 
ness at all times. The main part of that 
handle, -t betieve; is in-the-mind-of the 
entrepreneur. 

Your key challenge is maintaining the 
mind set that allows you to get and stay "in 
gear" because the moment you disengage 
(turn off the ignition) is the moment you put 
yourself at a disadvantage with respect to 
your competition. 

The mind set needed to transcend the 
obstacles for a black business owner comes 
down to “carefully knowing"--honestly, 
knowing--that you supposed to be doing 
what you are doing. And if it is right for you, 
you will feel it all the way down in the bottom 
of your soul. 

If you get that confirmation, you will be 
able to muster the persistence, the insight, 
the "I-shall-not-be-moved" orientation that 
will drive your enterprise from its start until 
you are no longer associated with it. Most 
don't and | believe that's why they,fail. 

As with anything else associated with life, 
though, itjust always doesn't work that simp- 
ly. You can still fail even if you "know." But 
that is a big part of the fun of being in 
business, isn't it? ;

Personal emergency response 
systems cause for concern 


lf you're an older person living alone, 
or a person with disabilities, a personal 
emergency response system (PERS) 
may solve a problem of independent 
living by allowing you to summon help in 
an emergency. However, the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau (BBB) warns: carefully 
check out the system and the seller 
before making a purchase. 

A PERS includes a small radio'trans- 
mitter, a cansole connected to the user's 
telephone, and an emergency response 
center. that monitors calls. The battery- 
powered transmitter is a “help” button 
worn-on a-chain around the neck oron-a 
wrist band. It also may bé carried on a 
belt or in a pocket 

By pressing the button when emer- 
gency, help is needed, a radio signal is 


sent to the console, which automatically 
dials one of more pre-selected emergen- 
cy telephone numbers. 

Most PERS are programmed to 
telephone an emergency response cen- 
ter where the call is identified and hand- 
led. The center may be provider-based, 
located in your local area and operated 
by a hospital or social service-agency, or 
Mmanufacturer-based; with one fational 
center to handle Subscriber calls. 

APERS can be purchased, rented or 
leased. If a salesperson solicits you by 
phone, ask him or her to. send you more 
information—-about-prices,the system's 
features and services. You can use this 
information to comparison shop among 
other offers.

Regardless of where you reside, 
any property acquired..by one 
spouse before marriage,. or any 
gifts’or inheritances received during 
the marriage, are generally con- 
sidered separate property and are 
not usually divided as part of the

Property settlements negotiated 
as part of the divorce are generally 
tax-free. So, for example, an in- 
dividual can transfer appreciated 
property, such as real estate or 
stocks and bonds, to a spouse in 
lieu of alimony payments without 
incurring any capital gains tax 


Similarly, if you opt to give the 
house to your spouse as part of the 
divorce settlement, you are not 
responsible for paying any capital 
gains tax that may result from the 
home's increase: in value.

Divorcees who are age 55. or 
over are subject to different tax 
rules.

Generally, benefits paid to the 
recipient are treated as.income un- 
less they are rolled over into an 
individual retirement account within 
60 days after receiving the money.

~**Do put Series EE Savings 
Bands in your own name. The inter- 
est from these savings bonds is- 
sued after, 1989 may be tax-free if 
the money is used to pay for college 
expenses. But there are several 


conditions, For instance, the person 
who acquires the bonds must be at 
least 24-years old to qualify for the 
lax break. Furthermore, the exemp- 
tion is phased out if your "modified 
adjusted gross income" exceeds a 
certain amount. The phase-out 
begins at $68,250 for joint returns in 
1993 (the figures are adjusted an- 
nually). 

Final Word: Do get professional 
guidance.

The per- 
son who made this statement is 
saying a great deal about him-or- 
herself. Can another person make 
you angry? Do other people control 
your feelings? Are others , able to 
manipulate your moods the way 
someone would manipulate a pup- 
pet? Let's find out what anger is. 

Anger is a feeling of extreme dis- 
pleasure or hostility toward some- 
one or something. When you get 
angry at someone, itis because you 
feel bad. You fee! bad about your- 
self, You don't like yourself. You 
blame the other person for making 
you dislike yourself. 

For instance,suppose Mary tells 
you that your necktie is ugly. You 
don't like what she said, but you 
tolerate it. Then, Mary says that you 
need to comb your hair. She is 
beginning to bother you, now. Next, 
Mary says that you don’t know how 
to dress, You feel yourself getting 
angry. Mary then says that She 
doesn't,like you. You're getting 
angrier. Finally, Mary says that you

are dumb And you slap her in the 
face.

Or it might be better to say, you 
allowed your anger to get the best 
of you, Mary's criticisms reminded 
you of the negative feelings that 
you already have about yourselt. If 
you had positive feelings about 
yourself and actually liked yourself, 
i simply would have ignored 

lary. You would have said to her, 
"You are entitled to your opinion. 
However, | like myself, so what you 
think about me is unimportant." 

Mary does not have alittle button 
to push to make you angry. You are 
the one who controls your own feel- 
ings, seriously. Think about it. It 
someone upsets you ad you don't 
want them to know about it, you say 
to yourself, "I’m upset, but I'm not 
going to let them know it." If you are 
at a formal affair, something might 
make you. want to burst out laugh- 
ing, but you hold it in because you 
don't want to embarrass yourself. 
That's because you are exercising 


self-control, a trait that mature 
people should possess. 

When you let anger take over 
your being, you are simply letting 
the other person know that they 
can control you and manipulate you 
whenever they want. You are 
saying to them: "This is my body, 
but | cannot contro! ny own emo- 
tions, | am emotionally immature, 
just like a child.

When you get 
angry, you allow yourself to get 
angry. No one else is responsible 
for your anger. Your anger is your 
problem. if you don't-want to feel 
bad, don't let yourself fee! bad. If 
you don't want to get angry, don't let 
yourself get angry. Yes, you have & 
choice.

Cook first became involved in sports 
reporting at the Columbus Call and 
Post. In 1986, she became the first 
woman Sports Editor in the paper's his- 
tory.

She said, “A lot of network and 
TV executives remember women’s 
basketball as it was 20 or 30 years 
ago when they were growing dp. 
When they see the college game for 
the first time, they notice that it is 
faster and involves finesse, They 
don't realize that players today start 
at the elementary school level and 
attend AAU and summer basketball 
camps. Their skill level is excellent 
by the time they reach college.” 

Cook also said that men’s bas- 
ketball tends to receive media 
coverage irrespective of a given 
team's record, but with women's 
basketball, “Unfortunately, the one 
thing you have to do’is win, baby 
win.’ If you don't do that you can't 
yet any coverage. When we were 
11-17, two years ago, the phone

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just wasn't ringing, When the men 
(Buckeyes) were having their dif- 
ficulties this year, it's 3-4 pages on 
the loss itself.” After the first Buck- 
eye victory over Virginia in January, 
Cook got-a phone call from a 
Sports Iilustrated reporter at 10 
p.m, He wanted information about 
Katie Smith, who scored 35 points 
in the game. Cook jokingly said that 
it was the first time she wondered 
whether she. should keep team 
statistics on her nightstand. 
Despite the team's success and 
the increase of women in careers 
that focus on athletics, Cook still 
notices that male reporters tend to 
treat her differently.

One 
reporter called for some statistics, 
and when | gave them to him, he 


questioned me and asked me if | 
understood what the abbreviations 
at the top of each column repre- 
sented. He later phoned back and 
asked to speak to a man in the 
department. As it turned out, the 
statistics | read to him were ac- 
curate, he had misidentified the 
player whose statistics he needed.” 

Despite her battles with these 
types of attitudes, and the time con- 
suming nature of her position, Cook 
would not trade the job for anything, 
She finds the best and most reward- 
ing part of her job to be working with 
the student athletes, She went on to 
say, "You don't get bored because 
it's ever changing. When you get to 
the Final Four you're tired, but it's 
one of the things you can look back 
on for years and years and say--that 
was good,"

In an obvious slap at Michael 
and others’ Cummings says, "There 
are many sports stars who endorse 
consumer products, but as far as 
we know, this is the first time that a 
group of major sports figures have 
teamed up to actually run such an 
enterprise. We also think that Spike 
is an excellent product,” said Cum- 
mings, who is the company’s CEO 
and President. 

"We anticipate Spike being in 
retail stores nationally within the 
next 90 days. We have contracted 
with 20 of the top -national food 
brokers and they are currently 
presenting the product to all major 
retailers throughout the country," 
comment's John Burke, Spike 
USA's vice president.
